This list for 1957 includes over 150 kinds, every one a 
fine variety. They are outstanding for quality, distinctive 
as to color, form of bloom, wide range of season of bloom, 
fragrance in many doubles, and fine plant habit. From this 
list you may order in confidence, in accord with your 
own special preferences. 


In the 1956 Popularity Poll of the American Peony 
Society 382 different kinds were listed by the members 
reporting as being worthy of consideration. (We did not 
vote). These are the originations of more than 70 dif- 
ferent men. But included in the 382 were 56 Auten origi- 
nations and three more that were pollenized by Auten 
and grown by Mr. Glasscock. At the top of the next page 
the awards on five Auten Hybrids by the Royal Horti- 
cultural Society of England are reported. 


Our work covers a period of over 40 years, during 
which we raised many thousands of new peonies from seed, 
and from them selected over 2800, all different, and gave 
them advanced trial over a term of from three to twelve 
years each. From these we named and introduced nearly 
300 kinds.

PLANTING DIRECTIONS 


IMPORTANT—Open your package of roots immediately 
when they arrive. Plant as soon as possible but if you 
have to wait a few days, either keep moist in open box 
in cool cellar, or better yet, bury in garden. 


Plant Peonies in good, well drained soil, in full sun if 
possible, and away from trees, buildings, etc. Do not plant 
where a peony has been before, unless all old soil is taken 
out and replaced with fresh. Plant 3 to 4 feet apart; set 
so that the eyes point upward and are 2 to 3 inches below 
the top of ground (very important). Give each root 2 
quarts of water when planted, and then make a 6 inch 
mound of dirt above ground level to prevent heaving, 
scrape mound away late next spring. 


Give each peony from ten to fifteen square feet of 
space. Do not crowd smaller perennials among them unless 
extra room is given.
